New York, May 8.—The London Star thinks 
recent events have materially altered the state 
of tirings from what they were when England 
recoghized th@ rebels as belligerents, and says, 
Jeff. Davis with his carpet bag at Danville is a 
very different person, in view ‘of interpational 
Jaws, from Jefferson Davis at Richmond, backed 
by Lee’s army, The Union States have an un- 
questionable right to dispate the validity of the 
commissioner of Dayis to demand that war ves- 
scts-of the United States shall not be subjected 
to vexatious irestrictions. The Star mentions 
the necessity for the speedy resumption of, the 
tradé between England and the South, and says 
they cau’t with propriety make representations 
to the Amerigan,Government in this respect as 
long as they recognise the rebels as belligerents. 

:Fagruer Post, May 8.—The principal jour- 
nals of Londgn alike describe the intense excite- 
ment which the latest news created, and alike 
give utterandge to warm eulogies upon President 
Lincoln and bitter denunciation of the assassins. 
The Paris and Continental journals contain ar- 
ticles on the subject. The scene on Change at 
Liverpool wi! not soon be forgotten. The ex- 
citement has ¢eldom if ever been exceeded. Late 
in the dey a Fequest was sent to the Mayor to 
call 9 public meeting to express the sorrow and 
indignation df the people. The Mayor issued a

on the afternoon of April 27th, to be adjogrned 
to the evening of the same day, so that the work-

the incidents so regretable which occurred at the 
installation of the Vice-President cannot without 
injustice be taken to t Johnson’s charac- 
ter. The news of the assassination was publish- 
ed throughout England on 26th April. South- 
ern sympathizers evinced as much feeling of in- 
dignation as the warmest frieuds of the North. 
It was the all-absorbing topic of conversation, 
and caused almost entire suspension of business, 
particularly at Liverpool. Consols declined near- 
ly one per cent. but rallied slightly. Wednes- 
day 20th was the only day of session that Par- 
liament attendance was slim. Sixty members 
were present. All signed the following address, 
which was presented to Minister Adams the same 
evening :— 

“ We the undersigned members of the Com- 
mons have learned with the deepest regret and 
horror that President Lincoln has been deprived 
of life by an act of violence, and we desire to 
express our sympathy at the sad event, to the 
American Minister now in London, as well as to 
declare our hope and confidence in the future of 
that great country, which we trust will continue 
to be associated with freedom, and peaceful rela- 
tions with this and évery: other country.” 

‘Saw Francisco, May 11.—Flour : prices are 
without change—a lot of 220 barrels Chili sold 
for export on private-terms; nothing to report 
with regard to whieat, market steady ; barley 
very flat, and a large qaantity of Chili advertised 
to be sold at auction tomorrow contributes to 
the depression.

We pray that you, your wife and family may 
be blessed with a prosperous return and a happy 
meeting with all friends at home, and every tem- 
poral and spiritual blessing, and that, when oc- 
casion may permit, your thoughts may still not 
unfrequently be turned with friendly reminiscence 
to that little band of pioneers who are bearing 
forward the banner of the cross, the van-guard 
of civilization, into the forests of the far west, and 
who now with many 8 kindly greeting bid you 
heartily farewell.

To the Editor of the British Columbian. 


Sir,—I observed in your Saturdays’ impres- 
sion a communication signed ‘‘ Caustic,” con- 
taining a very proper suggestion respecting 
suitable precautions for preventing the sale of 
spirits to the Indians now assembling here for 
the purpose of participating in the approaching 
celebration, .a suggestion which I hope to see 
promptly acted upon. It is not right that a mere 
handful, so to speak, of whites should be left to 
the mercy of such a swarm of semi-savages, or, 
rather, that these semi-savages should be left 
exposed to their worst enemy—the Indian whisky 
seller ; and there is no calculating the conse- 
quences should these poor people, unfortunately 
yield to the temptation. I do not, however, ap- 
prove of the allusion your correspondent makes 
to our police force. The force is small, it is true, 
and palpably inadequate for such an emergency. 
Bat that they are generally held to be “neither 
useful nor ornamental” I have yet to learn. I 
believe that when the small pay and the onerous 
duties are taken into account, we may consider 
ouselves fortunate in being able to command the 
services of sach men. . To oversee the chain-gang 
all day and attend to the “dranks” and “ disor- 
derlies” at night, and sometimes all night, is no 
light task, and I regret that such an oncalled-for 
attack should have appeared in your colamns.

Sudden Death of the President of the 

Wesleyan Conference. 


The great body of Wesleyan Methodists have 
to lament the sudden death of the revered Presi- 
dent of their Conference, the Rev. W. L. Thorn- 
ton. Sunday morning he rose in his usual health. 
About ten o’clock he was expressing a hope that 
he should spend a happy Sabbath, bot in s quar- 
ter of an hour afterwards he was dead. The 
announcement of the sad event was made in 
most of the Wesleyan Chapels of the Metropolis 
on Sunday night, and from its suddeness and an- 
expectedness many sn appropriate lesson was 
drawn. There are few records of Mr. Thorn- 
ton’s life. beyond those living impressions 
which he has made, and which will, 
in due time, belong to the history of the re- 
ligious community of which at the time of death 
he was at the head. The rev. gentleman had 
been for many years Editor of the Wesleyan 
Methodist publications, and occasionally officiat- 
ed in most of the principal chapels in London. 
In the Wesleyan Methodist Magazine of October, 
1833, Mr. Thornton wrote a life of his father, 
Mr. Joseph Thorntov, Wesleyan local preacher, 
of Huddersfield, and he used the words :—“ The 
individual on whom the melancholy task of col 
lecting this notice has devolved, is compelled to 
express his deep and lasting regret that Lis dear 
and honored father could never be indaced to 
‘write any record of his life.” The remark ap- 
plies with equal truth to the son, and the facts 
are therefore scanty which his biographer will 
have'to deal with. There is another point of 
similarity between father and son, which is very 
striking. Joseph ‘Thornton was told one Sunday 


mornivg that Mr. Shaw, a brother minister, was | 


very unwell, and unable to perform his duties. 
Mr. Thornton said to the messenger, “‘ T.feel so 
strong this moraing that I can manage both ser- 
vices without assistance.” These were his last 
words. 
and immediately afterwards sank into the arms 
of the young man who bad conveyed to him the 
m as to the illness of bis friend, speechless 
and lifeless. William Thoroton, his son, tbe 
President of the Conference, on Sunday made 6 
like rapid passage from life to death.— London 
Globe, .
